Placentia Area 


The 34-square-mile Placentia 
Unified School District, only part of 
which is developed, does no busing 
for reasons of ethnic balance, 
members of the Educational 
Facilities Planning Committee were 
informed last week. 

However, the district does bus 
4,000 children each day and 65 per 


cent of these are elementary 
students. 
A year’s tab for the busing 


required is approximately $291,246 
{based on 1974-75) and of this 
$239,205 is tagged as approved 
busing by state standards. PUSD 
busing costs represent about 1.5 
per cent of the district's total 
budget. 

The state reimburses to PUSD 100 
per cent of special education busing 


or $38,000 annually. The state also 
returns 35 per cent of approved 
busing costs, the $239,205 figure, 
for a payment of $83,000 for regular 
home-school-home busing. That 
leaves a balance to be picked up 
locally of $170,246. 

PUSD youngsters are bused 
mainly for reasons of distance, the 
report states. Kindergarten through 
third graders are bused if they live 
further away from the school than 
one mile; fourth through sixth 
graders if more than 1'% miles; 
seventh through eighth, more than 
1% miles and ninth through twelfth, 
22 miles. 

The district’s 22 large buses and 
10 vans cover 41,613 miles a month 
but 9,454 miles of that total (150

The firemen have lost that suit in 
both Superior and Appellate courts. 
The conflict is now scheduled to go 
to the state Supreme Court.

Celebrates Her 100th Year 


As the United States of America 
celebrates its Bicentennial-200th 
birthday, there is a wisp of a lady, 
living in Placentia, who has 
witnessed half of it. 

Great, great grandmother, Mrs. 
Elizabeth (Charles) Peltzer, on 
Saturday, February 28, 1976 became 
100 years old. 

Fully aware of everything going 
on around her, Mrs. Peltzer, who 
once lived with her husband where 
the northwest part of Disneyland 
now stands, has only in recent weeks 
been in failing health and is confined 


mainly to her bed. 

Before that she was a regular part 
of the family life, watching her 
favorite programs on_ television 
every day and keeping up with the 
news and what is going on in the 
world around her. 

On her birthday, she spent two 
hours with her family at a gala 
birthday party, which gathered the 
Peltzers together, those who survive 
her, and which was noted as far 
away as Washington, D.C. by 
President of the United States 
Gerald Ford. 


The President sent Mrs. Peltzer 
engraved best wishes, signed by the 
presidential hand and now resting 
beneath a large picture of the 
wedding of Elizabeth and Charles 
Peltzer, painted in the circa of 
January 17, 1899. 

‘*Mother’s health just now is 
beginning to fail,’’ Olga Peltzer 
explains in her Placentia home 
where her mother Elizabeth lives 
with her. ‘‘She has been so spry, so 
interested in everything around

Tuesday’s election climaxed a 
campaign that was, for the most 
part, low key until the closing week 
when it became one of the hottest 
the city has ever experienced. 

The source of the heat was a 
controversial letter by four former 
mayors mailed to some 3,000 voters 
urging them not to vote for Mike 
Callahan and stating their reasons 
for this suggestion. 

Callahan countered with an 
attempt to have charges filed 
against the quartet but the District 
Attorney declined to prosecute. 
Grounds for the charges would have 
been an alleged violation of the 
Election Code section which states 
that the names of the printer and 


publisher must appear on _ all 
political mailings. 
While those names did not appear 


on the letter, the four men sending it 
had their names clearly on the letter 
in signatory positions. 

Actually, a number of candidates 
violated this statute. Callahan, 
himself, complied on his regular 
brochure, but failed to do so on an 
addendum stapled to the brochure 
after the contents of the letter 
became known. 

Hostilities between Callahan and 
former Mayor Robert Langer have 
been strong for many years. But, in 
and of themselves, would not have 
led to the letter. 

What is probably behind the 
maneuver is Callahan’s avowed 
determination to remove City 
Administrator Edwin Powell from 
city employment and the group of 
former mayors’ firm belief that 
Powell is a considerable asset to the 
city and has committed no offense 
worthy of dismissal. 

Unless a specific charge, or set of 
charges, are made against Powell, it 
is hard to debate the issue ‘or take 
any action. 


Whichever three candidates are 
elected, we hope they all dedicate 
themselves to serving the best 
interests of the city. 

These interests will not be served 
if the members of the council (or an 
individual councilman) establish a 
pattern of bickering on a personal 
level. Agreement on every issue 
would be very bad, as most issues 
have both affirmative and negative 
aspects. It is the issues, not the 
personalities, that should be 
debated and voted on. 

The city administrator is a public 
employee and the council members 
are the public’s choice to act as his 
bosses. He is accountable to the 
people through them. If he is remiss 
in the conduct of his duties or his 
office, then action should be taken. 

If anyone has a serious complaint 
against him, that complaint should 
be brought before council and the 
matter investigated. Complaints 
must not be ignored as that provides 
no answers, no checks and balances, 
no opportunity to set the record 
straight. 

No employee’s image should be 
tarnished by innuendo or uninvesti- 
gated charges. Still, every citizen 
must be assured that his or her 
legitimate complaint will be heard. 

The fabric of democracy is based 
on the belief that humans can make 
rational decisions when the facts are 
known, and that they learn from 
their experiences, whether good or 
bad. 

We express the hope that all 
levels of city government will accept 
the decisions of the voters and strive 
to work together responsibly, lay the 
facts on the table and go forward 
from that point. 

We enjoy freedom of the press so 
that people can have access to the 
facts and the dialogues. We can all 
take it from there and move ahead to 
build Placentia into a better place to 
live. We’ll all make mistakes along 
the way but let’s face them and learn 
from them--where do we go if we 
don’t?

Traffic Situation A Concern 


Director, 
Traffic Safety Committee, 
Copy To The Courier: 


Dear Mr. Minamide: 

Two potentially tragic traffic 
accidents which occurred on 
Placentia Avenue near the intersec- 
tion of Lewis Place have revived 
concern within the Sierra Vista 
Elementary School community, 
regarding the safety of the crosswalk 
located at the north corner of Lewis 
Place. 

The accidents, which occurred 
between 11:30 a.m. and 11:45 a.m. 
on March 31st, define the need for 
immediate surveys and safety 
reviews of the stretch of highway 
along Placentia Ave. bounded by 
Bastanchury Avenue to the north 
and Palm Drive to the south. 

An informal meeting attended on 
April 1st by parent representatives 
who witnessed the accidents, Sierra 
Vista Principal Barbara Hadzoglon, 
PTA President Barbara Williams 
and PTA Safety Chairman Pamela 
Traylor, disclosed that parents and 
school authorities are equally 
concerned about the safety hazard 
that exists at the Lewis Place/Pla- 
centia Avenue crosswalk. Suggested 
reforms were to request the 
installation of traffic lights with 
pedestrian signals, or as an 
alternative, to request the place- 
ment of strategically located Stop 
signs. 

The problem was __ studied 
previously by the Traffic Safety 


Committee last Sept. 26th, and a 
resolution was passed to include the 
costs of installing a flashing yellow 
light into the City’s 1976/1977 
budget. The light was to be installed 
along Placentia Avenue between 
Palm Drive and Lewis Place. 
Increased traffic flow and motorist 
behaviour patterns now indicate that 
such a measure will not suffice in 
protecting the safety of pedestrians 
using the crosswalk. 

More recently, a request originat- 
ing from a new resident in the 
Morning Sun tract, for the City to 
appoint an adult crossing guard to 
man the crosswalk, was reviewed by 
your committee during a-tneeting 
held last March 26th. The committee 
selected to include the item on the 
agenda of the City Council’s next 
meeting, which is scheduled for 
April 6th. 

A favorable vote will relieve the 
responsibility presently shouldered 
by Sierra Vista sixth graders. It 
should be emphasized however, that 
the appointment of an adult crossing 
guard will not solve the fundamental 
safety hazards that exist at this 
location. 

It would be appreciated if you 
would take this matter under 
advisement and instigate whatever 
action is necessary to correct the 
problem before injuries or. fatalities 
occur.
